Kpese tribe. ‘This tribe occupies the coun. 
try back of the Basa people, and furnishes a 
large portion of the slaves which are export- 
ed from this part of the coast. It appears to

a little before sunset, and arrived about an 
hour after derk at Ziate’s town. Next mor- 
ning we started for Gedevie’y place, six or 
eight miles distant. “There I took breakfast 
aud conversed with the people upon the sub. 


The President made a few appropriate remarks, and after prayer 
by Brother Wm. Denison the Society adjourned to meet at ‘Hart 
ford at the next Annual Meeting of the Convention,

CONSTITUTION. 

Articte 1. This Society shall be known by the name of Tne 
Connecticut Bartist Epucation Socrery. 

Art. 2. The express object of this Society, is to assist indigent 
young men who are called of God to preach the Gospel, in acqui 
ring such literary information, as is calculated to render then more 
useful in the kingdom of Christ. 

Art. 3. The Society shall consist of such persons as pay into 
the ‘'reasury one dollar or more annually; also of delegates from 
churches and Auxiliary Societies, which shall be entitled to repre- 
sentation at the Annual Meeting, as follows, viz. Every Chuich 
and Auxiliary Society contributing to the funds of the Parent Soci- 
ety, five dollars, annually, shall be entitled to send one delegate ; 
and those contributing ten or more dollars, two delegates. The 
payment of fifteen dollars in advance shall constitute membership 
for life. Any person may withdraw at pleasure, by notifying the 
Secretary, and paying arrearages. 

Art. 4. The officers of this Society shall be a President, two 
Vice Presidents, a Secretary, a ‘Treasurer, and five Trustees, to be 
chosen by ballot annually. 

Art. 5. ‘The officers of the Society shall constitute a Board to 
manage the concerns of the Society during its recess ; to control its | 
funds ; to admit candidates for the benefits of the Society ; to deter. | 
mine the branches to be taught ; to appoint teachers, &c. and at | 
every annual meeting of the Society, they shall make a faithful re- 
port of their doings the preceding year. | 

Art. 6. The Secretary shall keep a register of the names, and | 
record the acts of the Society, and of the Board. The ‘l'reasurer | 
shall take charge of the funds of the Society, giving to the Board

Special meetings of the Society may be called by | 
the President at the request of five members of the Board. The 
business of the Society may be transacted at all regular meetings 
by a majority of the members present. 

Art. 8. Every persopv admitted to the benefits of this Society, 
must be a member of some regular Baptist Church. He must pro- 
duce a letter from said Church, certifying his good standing, and 
their fellowship with him as one called of God to the ministry. He 
must satisfy the Board that he possesses gifts promising usefulness 
in the work ; and he shall, furthermore, be recommended to the 
patronage of the Society, by at least three regularly ordained min- 
isters of the Baptist denomination. During his studies, he shall 
submit to such regulations as the Board shall appoint ; and he shall 
improve his gifts in public, as often as the providence of God shall 
seem to dictate. 

Arr. 9. The personal services of those who are appointed to 
manage the concerns of the Society shall be, in all respects, gra- 
tuitous. 

Arr. 10. No alteration shall be made in the foregoing Consti- 
tution at any time, except at an annual meeting of the Society ; or 
at any special meeting duly warned for that purpose.

it be thus crippled in its infancy, because the 
members of the Baptist churches in the United 
States cannot affurd to give once a year, to their 
only mission on the whole continent of Africa, 
one half acent each! Oh, how easily might a 
few of our wealthy brethren in America, without 
diminishing a single comfort of life, replenish the 
exhausted treasury of the Board, and relieve 
their missionaries, in some measure, at least, while 
bearing the two-fold burden of heathen supersti- 
tion, and the indifference of their brethren. 

This language may seem harsh; but Chris. 
tians at home cannot place themselves in the sit- 
uation of their missionarics abroad, 1 say not 
this because | expect my personal comforts will 
be abridged. They cou/d not be, probably, con- 
sistently with health; and [ shall lay up as much 
money as if | had ten thousand a year. My great- 
est fear has been, lest we should be obliged to dis- 
miss some ofour native children, But we are re.

The application | 
was made at the time of their greatest embarrass. | 
ment, when it Was a question whether means! 
would be obtained to enable them to continue op- 
erations already commenced, deemed equally or 
even more important than the subject of this re. | 
quest. A second reason for delay with the Board | 
has been their desire to procure a suitable printer, | 
to accompany the press, and take eharge of the | 
printing department in the mission. Their en. | 
quiries for such a person have hitherto proved 
fruitless. 

We have been looking forward with much so. 
licitude for an increase of means to carry forward 
our operations, and we met with sad disappoint- 
ment. Weare aware that the Board are pain. 
fully embarrassed, and have acted as we believe 
according to the best of their judgment. But in 
denying us aid, they have stopped at an import. 
ant point. By withholding a press and types 
they render our previous effurts comparatively 
unimportant. What would it avail if the whole 
bible were translated, and hundreds of natives 
were quatified to read it, if it could not be put. in- 
to their hands? {t may be said that a press will 
be sent out at some future time.

It is true, in this country the people cannot read. 
But the press is required to furnish them books 
that they may learn to read. Our boys who 
study the native lan » have read what we 
have published, tillthey are tired. ‘They need 
some new truth to interest them. We can teach 
them to read English. But this does not seem to 
be the best course, if we wish the knowledge of 
(God to be generally diffused. A native boy would 
probably understand a book, in his own language, 
more perfectly after six months spent in learning 
to read, than he would the same book in English 
in four years. It seems desirable that boys of 
great promise should have the stores of English 
literature open to them. But the mass of chil- 
dren will prubably be obliged to learn to read 
their own language, or not learn at all. After 
the first expense of printing office, press and 
types, the amount which will be expended for 
several years, will not probably be great. It 
will be long before there will be an opportunity of 
spreading hundreds of thousands of tracts over 
this country. Of whatever may be published for 
some time to come, the editions need not be large. 
We shall need, it is true, a printer, but if he 
should be a man of the right stamp, and espec- 
ially if he should be qualified to preach, he could, 
bocidos printing, discharge, all the duties of a 
missionary at the Edina station. ‘Then br. and 
sr. Clarke would be at liberty to go into the coun. 
try, asthey have long been desirous of doing. 
The Board will probably say to all this, “ Our 
funds are exhausted :if we do any thing more 
fur the African mission, we must rob others.”’

In most cases [ do not like 
to be too much guided by axioms and truisms; 
but when they exactly coincide with early facts 
and primitive practice, my mind is 80 constituted 
that their force is irresistable. A man can not 
give what he has not got. He can not give ordi- 
nation unless he have orders ; he can not give im- 
mersion, unless he have himself received immer- 
sion, The converse of this axiom by no means 
hold good, that a man can give what he has re- 
ceived, A layman may have received immersion, 
but he had no authority to immerse. A deacon, 
or a presbyter, may have received ordination, and 
yet have no power to give ordination It may be 
theirs solely toholdin trust, or fur possession. 
The right of transmission must: be shown, and 
the warrant to transmit, before immersion or or- 
dination can be imparted. Still, the truism stands : 
orders are essential to the right of ordination ; im- 
mersion to the right of administering immersion. 

Where, in all western christendom, shall I find 
an immerser, who has himself been immersed 
through an uninterrupted line of immersers from 
the apostles’ times? Where, next, can I find an 
immerser, who has also the undoubted ministerial 
right to immerse? Nowhere short of those 
Asiatic churches, that, along with Episcopal ordi- 
nation, have preserved entire, and in unbroken 
succession, the jine of primitive immersers. 

Why, then, should I go to those who now prac. 
tice immersion, inorder to be immersed? My 
baptism would still be, as it now is, doubly irreg- 
ular administered, in my opinion, by a layman, 
and in effect by one who received immersion from 
a person, who, not having been immersed, had no 
regular immersion to give. My hope would still 
be, that my baptism, greatly irregular as it was, 
is still valid.

Pedobaptist Concessions. 

In our last number we presented the concess. 
ions of Bishop Smith, of Kentucky, in regard to 
the practice of the apostles and the church for 
several centuries, in the ordinance of baptism, 
which in his own language was summed up thus: 
‘* Immersion was not only universal six or seven 


centuries, but it was primitive and apostolic.” 
We now take the liberty of copying another ex- 
tract, to exhibit how he gets along with his own 
unbaptized condition, as well as some further im- 
portant concessions. Ifthe article were not quite 
so long in the Bunner & Pioneer, we would give 
it entire in our columns, in order to show what 
weak arguments will suit an intelligent man’s 
conscieuce in departing from that which was 
** primitive and apostolic,” After conceding so 
frankly that “if any one practice of the early 
church is clearly ascertainable it is immersion,” 
he anticipates, very naturally, the question, * If 
you believe thus strongly in immersion, have 
you yourself been immersed?” ‘I'o which he re- 
plies, 

The preacher cheerfully admitted that he nev- 
er had been immersed—that his own baptism was 
as little entitled to respect as any mode, under 
any circumstances that could well be conceived, 
being by a Congregational minister, whose au- 
thority to baptize he gravely doubts, and not even 
by pouring, but literally by sprinkling. 

Ee did not expect to satisfy others as to the 
correctness of his course in not being immersed ; 
but he stood acquitted before the bar of his own 
conscience, for the following reasons : 

1, No rules are given us by which we can 
clearly determine how far irregularity of practice 
becomes absolute invalidity. Many irregular 
legal acts are, and of necessity must be, declared 
valid, as in cases of wills, trusts, commissions, 
marriages, &c. 

As to the administrator, mine was at least lay 
baptism, which the church very early considered 
as valid, though irregular; and as to the mode, 
alas! in my own opinion | can not easily, ifat all, 
better myself.
